Frnrst and Milton W rbb have 
33 acres of ahruzzi rye and hairy 
vntrh cover cmps on their farm 
zeven 
miles northwest of 
Mc- 
Caulley, which i* doing a good job 
of 
protecting 
their 
land 
from 
blowing. 
The rye and vetch cover 
crop was planted in September. 
Besides protecting the land, the 
cover crop has furnished grazing 
for thp Webb brothers’ cows since 
December. 
The Wchhs have planted rye and 
vetch for cover crops and grazing 
each year since 1947, Ernest re­ 
ports, 
They innoculate the vetch 
and usually apply super-phosphate 
fertilizer at about 200 pounds to 
the acre. 
The vetch crop pro­ 
duces nitrogen which enriches the 
soil. 
The Webb brothers also have 40 
acres of crop residue which is do­ 
ing

of 
protection 
against wind erosion. These meas­ 
ures are part of their coordinated 
soil and water conservation pro­ 
gram they follow in cooperation 
with thp California Creek Soil 
Conservation District.

000,000 spent on roads by Tex as 
from 19 40 through 1951 was pro­ 
v ided through thp motor fuel tax , 
Tex as’ four-cents-per-gallon lev y 
is lower than the rates assessed 
in 
IiO uisia na , Oklahoma, Arkan­ 
sas and New Mex ico. 


The state receiv es moat of its 
highway money from the gasoline 
tax , after remission of millions of 
dollars annually . 


Gasoline tax es lev ied by Tex as 
and four adjacent states compare 
as follows: Louisiana, sev en cents 
per gallon; Oklahoma. 
cents; 
Arkansas 6 V* cents; New Mex ico, 
six cents; Tex as, four cents. 


The Tex as rate has been station­ 
ary since 19 29 . 
The state first 
lev ied a gasoline tax in 19 32—one 
cent per gallon, with one-fourth 
going to schools and three-fourths 
cent to roads. 
In 19 27 the Legis­ 
lature raised the rate to three 
cents and then reduced it to two 
cents. 
It was made four cents 
per gallon in 1929. 
The Tex as gasoline tax may be 
refunded to non-highway 
users 
upon proper application.
